This compels the 
railroads to carry the increase In the mall tonnage dkring the Intervening 
years without pay—manifestly an Injustice In the case of a rapidly growing 
business. One consequence has been that last year the railroads carried fully 
half the parrel poet for nothing

hardship to the smaller roads on which the Department does not And It 
necessary to utilise whole cars. 

"One last point; In thousands of instances (though not In all) the Post 
Office Department requires the railroads to carry the mails back and forth 
between railroad stations and post offices, but pays them nothing tor this 
wxtrn service beyond the rates covering the rail transportation. The rail¬ 
roads have no choice but to perform this additional service gratis, or refuse 
to eorry the malls at all. 

"Now for the remedies the railroads ask: They do not ask to hare the 
mail* weighed dally, or to have each shipment weighed and paid tor asp 
srstely, as is done in the case of private shippers. They merely ask to 
have the malls weighed, and tae pay of the railroads adjusted, at least mc« 
a year. Instead of once In four years. They also ask that apartment jest 
Office cars be paid for. at reasonable rates, according to site. Lastly,- Uiey 
ask that the Post Office Department cease to require of them free messenger 
service between stations and post offices, and either relieve them of tala' 
service or pay fairly for it.
